A FAMOUS CASE LEVIVED

brought to public notice. It will be rememb- 
ered that a conspiracy was formed amonga 
number of whites and negroes, by whiclig@er 
tain life insurance companies in New York and 
the west were swindle out of thousands of 
dollars, The conspirators insuring tieticious 
persons and passing off rpses procurred 
the potter’s field, as the deceased personages, 
The United States Mutual -Accident 
insurance company, of New York, 
exp'oded the game by the help of 
a Pinkerton detective, and five of the 
conspirators were sent to the penitentiary. 
The case has been reopened by asuit instituted 
by the heirs of Pat Foley, who killed himself 
sometime before the exposure of the conspiracy 
and who is suspected of having been concerned 
in the conspiracy. Foley shot himself acct- 
dently, itf is claimed, while ovt gunning. 
His life was insured for $5,000 each in the 
National ANiance company and the Security 
Mutuel Benefit company. both of New York. 
Pending a settlement of the policies, the evi- 
dence in the corpse trust case connected Foley 
with the conspiracy and the companies re- 
fused to settle. The heirs of Foley have 
brougt suit to recover the policies from the 
companies named, and should the cas® come 
to trial. some new developments in this re- 
markable conspiracy are expected.

Itsticks in the craws of republican 
politicians, and it hurts the feelings of the 
republican editors. For all of which let us 
be thankful. Ifthere is anything in the 
south that will stick in the craws of the re- 
publican politicians and hurt the feelings 
of the republican politicians, by all means 
let us nurse and foster it. The solid south 
is probabiy a bigger thing than we have 
dreamt of—a safeguard for the present and 
a hostage for the future. 

It has been hinted that there will be a 
small vote in the south, especially in Geor- 
gia, where a democratic victory is already 
assured, but, under the circumstances, we 
Go not understand why this should be so. 
From the very beginning, the republicans 
have made the campaign a sectional one. 
Finding that the south would not divide on 
the issue of protection, the republicans have 
bent all their energies in the direction of 
making a sectional issue. They have done 
their best to revive the old sectional issnes 
and to arouse the old sectional prejudices, 
They have promised their voters that the 
south should be re-conquered in the interest 
of the republican party, and that its solidity 
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should be broken up by congressional laws 
in the old and familiar style that brought 
this section face to face with carpet-baggism 
and its results, 

That portion of the north which still 
keeps to its prejudices, and which still 


been informed all through this campaign 
that the result of it would be the breaking 
up of the solid south by means of repressive 
legislation. This would not succeed in de- 
stroying the solid south politically, but it 
would demoralize the industrial south; it 
would drive Way capital and investment, 
and would paralyze the industrial develop- 
ment that has followed the election of a 
democratic administration.

General Butler on Yellow Fever. 

General B. F. Butler makes a notable 
contribution to yellow fever literature in his 
article published in the November number 
of the North American Review. 

The general advances a theory concerning 
the cause and propagation of yellow fever, 
and what makes his views especially valu- 
able and interesting, is the fact that they 
are the outcome of his experience in New 
Orleans, -where, his sanitary precautions, 
carried out in conformity with these origi- 
nal ideas, kept the yellow fever out of New 
Orleans during the summer of 1862, al- 
though the disease was raging thirty miles 
below the city, and despite the fact tliat 
one case, which escaped the quarantine 
officers, was brought tnto the city and died 
there. 

An interesting feature of the article is 
General Butler’s statement that he got 
these ideas about the prevention of yellow 
fever primarily from the Bible, by a careful 
study of the sanitary regulations enforced 
by Moses. 

It is a common saying with the lawyers 
that all their jurisprudence is founded on 
the principles of the ten commandments, 
but General Butler opens an _ interesting 
field of Scripture study in his allusion to 
the sanitary laws of the Old Testament. 

After a description of the situation of 
New Orleans, protected as it is by the levee 
from the river, which, in times of. high 
water, rises high above the streets of the 
city, and connected as it is with the lake 
by a cangl, General Butler tells a pathetic 
story about the painful position of his unac- 
climated army, whdse fears ef the yellow 
fever were constantly kept alive by the citi- 
zens, Who delighted to horrify the soldiers 
by telling them of the ravages of the disease 
‘in former years and of its especial fatality 
among the unacclimated. Having gone 
through this preliminary agony the general 
gets down to his experience and says some 
interesting things. 

He first prepared to keep out imported 
cases of fever by employing an experienced 
physician of New Orleans, who was to 
have double pay if he let no yellow fever 


to be shot if he did. With this grim. eng 
couragement the doctor succeeded in keep- 
ing out every imported case but one,.for 
which he was not held responsible. 

The gist of the article is then in the fol- 
lowing extracts; 

The general had never heard of the yellow fever 
in the east; had heard of the plague of cholera and 
leprosy as terrible scourges. While this country 
was substantially exempt from them, why should 
we be cursed with the other? He had not within 
reach,if there are any such, any works to enlighten 
him upon this topic. 

He knew of one, and everybody else knew of the 
same one, the Bible, but which he had not heard 
quoted as a work on diseases; in that were the 
books of Moses. Now, without discussing the 
question whether Moses was taught directly of God 
as to the writing of his booksand his instructions 
to the Israelites, as wholly on one side of the exam- 
nation, it is certain that Moses had ‘‘all the learning 
of the Egyptians,’’ which included al) tle learning 
ot that time in the world, upon dealing with the 
diseases incident to large bodies of men gathered 
together in a hot limate, ¢ 

The general had betore read, with admiration 
Mose’s careful provisions in regard to leprosy and 
avainst the plague, andalso as to preserving thé 
bodies of the people free from corruption and un- 
healthiness, and enforcing them even, with the be- 
lief on the people’s part that he could invoke di- 
vine power to enforce his provisions, 

The geveral observed that while Moses seemed to 
take no care as tothe diseases which might arise 
from the miasma {rom decaying vegetable matter, 
and while nothing is said of that peculiar fever, 
which we kDow comes to us from such matter, yet 
that Moses enforced the most thorough, careful and 
minute cleanliness {in regard to all dead or decaying 
animal matier of every description, of which he 
used very large quantities, 

Moses over and over again requires every day that 
the carcass, the offal, the dung and réiuse parts of ail 
a imals sacrificed, be Carried Without the camp 
a: @ burned up and the ashes even buried. (Leviti- 
cus 4; 12—20.) And the same imperative orders were 
given in regard to every part of the animal that was 
not burned on the altar or eaten as food by the chil- 
dren of Aaron. 

And it is wonderful to observe the most stringent 
orders forthe most unremitting care that every 
possible part of or excrementitipus matter trom the 
human body, should be, day by day, carefully bur- 
ied, and every Israelite was armed with an im ple- 
ment for this purpose. (Deuteronomy 23, 10—12), 

Not only this, but ewery exhalation from adead 
body of any sort, was treated as “uncleanness,” and 
whoever touched anything dead Or? had any dead 
matter issue from himeclf pa taking of blood, should 
wash himself with water and thereafter not come 
into camp until even. 

So much and so great care was taken that not a 
microbe of putrifying flesh should taint the pure 
air of Palestine, or even the wildersess, 

So Moses had neither typhus fever, cholera, nor 
plagues, inflict d by the Lord for p nishment among 
the children of Israel during a forty years’ march 
By feeding his people substantiatly upon mana, a 
purely vegetable product, the leprosy was gradually 
worked outof them. That he bad no diseases from 
decaying vegetable matter might be accounted for 
by the fact that while he was wandering in the wil 
derness, there was not then any more than there ig 
now, any considerable vegetable growth, except in 
the shape of trees—nothing more than the jungle of 
the Louisana swamps, 

Again the general had observed that in locations 
in our own country, where the “chills and fever’ 
weré very prevalent, attacking almost every man, 
woman and child in the western and southern wilds 
yet in such places there was no indigenous yellow 
fever, Or any, Save when transported there, He ob- 


| served also, that where there was no decaying veg- 

etable matter, emanations from decaying animal 

matter, acd more especiaily they excrementitious 
} matterfromthe human body, even exhalations, 
| only when cuonlined soasto be inhaled by living

To 1 lostrate so that he may not be misunderstood: 
A gardener desires to raise mushrooms. He may 


pure ox dung, but no mushrooms spring up from 
any seed placed in that bed. He may make an- 
other bed of like pure mold and horse dung, but no 
mushroom wiilspring up from that bed. But let 
him make another bed herein he shall 
mix bis mold with horse ahd ox dung com- 
bined, and under preper circumstances as to 
light and heat, the same as in each of the other 
cases, and from the slightest impregnation of the 
bed at one corner thereof, if you please, with ‘‘mush- 
room spawn,’’ which isso intangible that it cannot 
be discerned in the mol? which encases it to be 
éven a microbe, and twenty-four hours will gladden 
the gardener’s eyes with a plentiful crop of mush- 
rooms, sprung up all over the bed, and for weeks 
continuing to do so. 

Why mushrooms will not flourish unless the bed 
is made ofthetwo kinds of manure, is not yet 
known. Why yellow fever will not flourish in an 
atmosphere uniess these two sources of the disease— 
congestive and typhus fever—form a climate for it, 
is not known, nor has the general ever seen any 
statement why it wil! not; but he thinks he knows 
from experience that it will not. 

What, then, was to be done? It was impossible 
to clean the city ot rotting vegetable mold, but it’ 
was believed possible to clean the city from all 
deleterious emanations of animal matter, 

Having hired eleven hundred men, he 
says: 

We went through every street 
was any suspicion of animal mat- 
ter. We hoed out, swept out and 
brushed out every drain and ditch in the city, and 
took advahtage of the rains of the early summer 
which came down in drenching showers, to drive 
We then 
waited a favorable opportunity, whena norther had 
blown the water out from the lake some two feet 
deep through the rigolets into the gulf, and then we 
put the water works of the city pumping and run- 
ning at their full capacity, while we brushed down 
the banks of the canals, and sent the water, with 
the accumulated filth, out into the lake, where it 
was carried by the wind miles off into the gulf We

then waited for the wind to blow uncontaminated 


salt water back into the lake and fill it up again, 
We did that 


twice over, until the water in the canals was as 


Clean and clear as any body of water. 


This, with prompt removal of garbage and 
a@ stringent sanitary inspection, made up 
General Butler’s preventive measures which 
were entirely successtul. He relates a sim« 
ilar experience at Norfolk, Virginia, in 1864, 


| which city, though previously subjéct to 


violent yellow fever epidemics, was entirely 
free from it that year, despite the fact the 
disease was epidemic at Newbern, and there 


- Was communication between the two places. 


A Little Story About Mr. Blaine.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 30.—A_ tele- 
gram via Sanford, from Dr. Caldwell, at Eu- 
terprise, to Dr. Porter, says; 

“Five new cases, one discharge; no board of 
healih; no druggist; no telegraph operator; no malis, 
and but four physicians, We need supplies, Cash, 
provisions and hay, The population is chietly col- 
ored, and must be fed. Only three days’ supplies 
on hand,”’ 

These facts were communicated to Dr. Ham- 
ilton. 

The Jacksonville finance committee today 
made a report for the week ending October 
27th: 

Disbursed, $38,000; receipts, only $4,000; in 
treasury on Monday morning last, $17,000, 
sufficient only for two or three weeks at the 
outside. heffaverage daily contributions are 
less than|$500. There were thirty-two new cases 
to-day, three of them white, and only one 
death, S. S. Carnish, postmaster at St. Nicho- 
las. Total number of cases, 4,127; total num- 
ber of deaths, 353. 

Sandersville reports three new cases today, 
one white and two colored; no deaths. All 
doing well. Sanderson reports three cases to- 
day, ali negroes. An attempt is being made 
to suppress information. 

Decatur’s Report.

THE JURY IN THE EDDLEMAN CASE 
REPRODUCED. 


FIVE THOUSAND PEOPLE PRESENT 


The Effigy Burning Takes Place Quietly and 
Orderly—The Investigation to Begin 


Today. 


Twelve forms hurg suspended from a scaf- 
fold afew feet away from the northern en- 
trance of the county courthouse at half past 
eight o’clock last night. 

A lifé-size oi} painting of Tom Gresham 
draped in heavy black crepe was standing in 
the courthouse door, surrounded by a group of 
we!l known railroad men. 

Twa big gas jets threw a bright light upon 
¢he picture. 

Five to six thousand people stood upon the 
gidewalks, up and down the streets, upon the 
house roofs and in the neighboring windows 

zing at the tableau. 

Suddenly a bright blaze flashed up from the 
midst of the immense throng immediately un- 
der the figures suspended in mid air. The 
blaze—moved quickly by an unseen hand—un- 
seen tiecause the crowd was 80 thick—came

ene after another, and in an instant every 
crack and crevice in the temple of justice 
could'be plainly seen by all inthe crowd.

The yelling was terrific, 

THE PICTURE. 

The portrait is a magnificent one. It showed 
the dead man’s face to the best advantage, 
The pleasant smile which made Tom Gresham 
always look happy was there. The Y. M. M. 
B. A. which he wore wis plain upon the pic- 
ture, aud the picture was good. Underneath 
it was a piece of tin, upon which was painted 
‘*Poor Tom Gresham.’? 

‘‘That’s him!” yelled the crowd 

“But where’s the man who killed him?” 
called out some one. . 

“‘He’s gone,”’ was the answer a railroader 
gave, 

‘‘And where’s the jury ?”’ asked another. 

“Oh, we'll show you directly,’”’ said a man 
in a tree. 

While the portrait was being arranged in 
the door, the men with the timbers made their 
way, with the aid of the police, tothe foot of 
the steps.

BUILDING THE SCAFFOLD, 

Two long pieces of scantling, about twenty 
feet long, with restior them to stand upon, 
were laid upon the stones.

When the procession marched to the coutt- 
house, Colonel Thomas was sitting in front of 
Bliley’s shop. The gas inside was at full blaze. 
The men passed by withont saying a word, but 
when the burning was over a crowd of two or 
three hundred stopped in front of the place. 
There were no demonstrations, but those 
around who had heard the rumors began to 
fear that something was intended. Chief 
Connolly was sent for, and when the situation 
was explained to him, he induced Colonel 
Thomas to turn out the lights and close the 
door. Then the chief addressed the crowd, 
saying: 

“Mr. Bliley is not here. He is at his home.”’ 

‘*Then let’e go there,’’ cried a dozen voices. 

Someof the men started off and a few fol- 
lowed, but tho crowd stopped before reaching 
Alabama street. The crowd remained about 
the place until Chief Connolly made them 
take the opposite side of the street. Then 
they slowly dispersed. 

AT BLILEY’S HOME. 

Soon after the burning at the courthouse it 
was reported at police headquarters that.a 
party had gone to Mr. Bliley’s home to treat 
him to tar and feathers. The information 
came from a reliable source, and the chief sent 
Captain Mercer, with a half dozen ofiicers, to 
Mr. Bliley’s home, with positive instructions to 
protect the gentleman at all hazzards, Mr 
Bliley prssed the evening at home quietly and 
was not disturbed. During the day he was 
frequentiy informed that he would have 
trouble, but he went on with his business in 
his usual quiet way.

Clarence Murray,a young white boy, was 
found guilty of burglary, having entered 
King’s hardware store on Peachtree some time 
ago. Hewas sentenced for three years by 
Judge Clark. 

The boy listened to the sentence and then, 
turning to Detectives Cason and Bedford, who 
had made the case against him, he shook his 
fist at them and said, ‘‘I’ll fix you for that.’’ 

Whereupon the judge made the sentence 
five years instead of three. 

John Brown, colored, entered a plea of guil- 
ty tothe charge of car breaking and was sent 
up for five years. 

The case of Dan Clark, or Dan Falvey, was 
then taken up and lasted nearly all day. Fal- 
vey, as he is better known here, is the young 
man that stabbed Theo Ftesch some two or 
three months ago. He has been in jail since, 
having been unable to give the bond required. 

The jury found Falvey guilty and his sen- 
tence will be given this morning. 

Jack Ward, colored, charged with assault 
with intent to murder,plead guilty tothe charge 
of stabbing, and by the consent of the solicitor, 
the plea was accepted. 

He was fined £30 or twelve months. 

Detectives Cason and Bedford have tried 
before Judge Clark within the past seven days 
twelve burglars, and every one of them has 
been convicted, the sentences varying from 
four years to fifteen years. They are to prose- 
cute two more negroes today—the two that as- 
saulted Mr. Abney on Hunter’ street. There 
is little doubt of the conviction of these two 
and that brings the record up to a remarkably 
successful average—14 ont of 14. :

DUDLEY’S THREAT. 

Having thus prepared the way, as he think S, 
for buying enough votes to make the result 
close Dudley threatens & repet ition of the scenes 
of 1876 by saying ‘‘we will fight for a fair elec- 
tion here if necessary.

Tothis the democrats at once 
replied that they had positive proof of its au- 
thenticity. The original copy of the letter isin 
the possession Mr. of S. BE. Morse, the erlitor of 
the Sentinel. It covers two sheets of paper and 
is written on the engraved letter-heads of the 
republican national committee, printed with 
blue ink. The first page, on which was writ- 
ten the name of the person to whom it is said 
to have been addressed, has been cut off, close 
to the first. The matter is printed witha type- 
writer, of the italic style of letter, and the lines 
are-close together. It is diilicult to determine 
how the signature was written. Mr. Morse 
thinks that it was written with an ordinary 
pen, but it looks like*some uncommon instru- 
ment had beegaised. The lines are very fine, 
and lines are discernable that were not traced 
by the ink. 

Mr. Morse was asked if there was any evi- 
denoe connected with the letter that had not 
been made public. ‘‘Nane that I care tospeak of 
now.

THE CIRCULAR IS GENUINE. , 

“T have not the least doubt that it is’ cenu- 
ine.

as examined by bankers,‘ bus.
